just been lynched in the public square 
of a small place called Monte Allegro 
for shooting and killing a 15-year-old 
girl because she persistently resisted 
his love. The girl died after she was 
shot, but not until she had fully told 
the circumstances which led to her 
murder. As she lay dying a man hunt 
was taking place through the tortuous 
village streets. The murderer, having 
thrown off his cassock, ran like a desr 
to the next town, a furious mob chas- 
ing .him. Finally, the priest took ref- 
uge in the barracks of the civil guards, 
which the mob invaded before rein- 
forcements could be sent and bayonet- 
ted the priest over fifty times with 
weapons seized from 'the soldiers.

CARDINALS TODAY 


Indications That His Holiness is Pre. 


paring tor' the Succession 


of Rampolla, 


Washington, Aipril 15.—According 


to news which has just reached the 
apostolic delegation, the consitory to 
be held in Rome today will be 
the 


mast noteworthy during the pontifi- 
cate of Leo XIII. 
Monsignore Mar 


tinelli's- nomination to the cardinal- 
ate will be announced, together with 
those of fifteen other prelates. 
This 


is tone largest number of prelates pro- 
moted to the sacred college at one 
time within many years. 


Pope Leo's health is excellent for 


a man in his ninety-second year, but 
there is much significance in 
the 


fact that the aged pontiff is setting 
his house in order. 
The creation 


of sixteen cardinals at this consis- 
tory will bring the sacred college to 
within one of its full complement, a 
condition - which has not before exist- 
ed since the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century. 


Since 1590 the college has 
been 


limited to fifty cardinals. 
This infu- 


sion of new blood into the college 
is all favorable to Cardinal Rampolla 
the-papal secretary of state. 
This 


appointment of sixteen sure votes in 
the conclave is regarded as assuring 
either in the election of Rampolla as 
pope or the selection of some prelate 
committed to the ecclesiastical policy 
of the present pontiff and his secre- 
tary of state. 


Cardinal Rampolla is now 58 years 


of age. 
He was raised to the purple 


March 14, 1887, and three' months 
later on June 15, was appointed to be 
secretary of state. 
During the last 


fourteen years he has borne the bur- 
den of the pope's politics. 
During 


the first eight years of his reign Leo 
invalided two secretaries of state, and 
Rampolla's long official career is at- 
tributed to his wonderful vitality.

at the present rate, the balance for 
the year will be nearly, if not quite, 
$700,000,000, on the right hand side of 
Uncle Sam's ledger. 
The figures up 


to March 31, just floished, are EO stu- 
pendous as to stagger one. 
For the 


first nine months of this year 'the ex- 
ports of merchandise from the United : 
States amounted to 
$1,140,170,728, 


while the imports were 1599,483,391. 


A Favorable Balance. 


This means a favorable balance'of 


trade of $540,687,337. 
This -. sum, 


enormous as it is, measures the fact 
that the United States has sold to 
foreign nations .just that much more 
than it has .bought from them. 


This balance is .$128,832,671 larger 


than :for the same.period of last year.' 
The exports have Increased $85,540,- 
032,, while the imports have decreased

Nations have generally 


measured their prosperity by their 
foreign trade, and hence President 
McKinley is delighted over the fact 
that while our trade balance for the 
twelve months ending, on March 31 
is $673,374,569, the balance for .the 
same twelve months ending' in 1896 
the year he was Delected, was only 
$58,64-0,355. .

Edwards 
said, was "the Lawton of the Filipino 
service." Aguinaldo had sent a peace 
commission to treat with the Ameri- 
cans, but Luna arrested some of them 
and sent his own commission.

•Circular from the State Department of 


Agriculture Giving 
Important 


Information to Farmers. 


It is often said that farmers pay 


more than their just share of taxes. 
However this may be, most farmers 
submit to some taxes that they might 
readily avoid. One of these is the 
smut tax on. grain which usually am- 
ounts to from 3 to 20 per cent., of 
the 
value of the 
crop. Ordinary 


•taxes -are not a total loss, for they re- 
turn in value nearly or quite as much 
as they cost. (But this smut tax is 
a total loss. 
-The smutted plants 


grow from good seed, and take good 
plant food from the soil, returning 
:a crop of spores to infect the seed 
grown by the .healthy plants, and thus 
to predispose the following crop to 
smut. 


The Wisconsin oat crop of 1898 was 


•estimated by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture at 64,000,000 bushels, 
-valued at $15,500,000. Allowing an 
average loss from smut of five per

The Nature of Smuts. 


The smuts of the small grains are 


due to fungous parasites, i. e., min 
ute plants that grow and multiplj 
inside .of the grain plants, coming to 
maturity in the kernels. The soQt 
like dust forming the so-called smut 
is composed of the spores .of these 
minute plants, and. these spores pro 
pogate weed plants. The spores can. 


. not live through the winter in or 


upon the ground, hence a crop can 
only be infested with smut from live 
spores that -adhere .to the seed grains 
and are sown with them. It follow: 
that if we treat the oats used for 
seed before sowing with some sub 
stance that kills the smut spores upon 
them, 
our crop will be free 
from 


•smut. 


Various methods have" been 


to prevent smut in the small grains 
"but the method now acknowledged t 
be best is that known as the "formal 
•dehyde". treatment. This consists in 
sprinkling the seed with a 40 per cent 
.-sohition of formaldehyde gas.. 


.Formaldehyde is a colorless, pungen 


•gas obtainable from wood alcohol an' 
readily .soluble in water. It may b 
purchased at drug stoves in 
form, that is, dissolved in water. It 
property of destroying the spores of 
.fungi was discovered by the German 
scientist, Loew, in 18S8. It is not 
poisonous 
in 
moderate 
amounts, 


even when taken internally. In 1895 
Prof. H. L. Bolley, then of Indiana, but 
now of North Dakota Experiment 
Station, began making experiments 
with a solution of formaldehyde for 
the, prevention of grain smuts, and 
potato scab. His results were so sat- 
isfactory that the formaldehyde treat- 
ment has come to be regarded as the 


• staindard preventive for these dis- 


eases. 


How to Treat the Seed. 


Buy, at a drug store, one pound of 


40 per cent, formaldehyde for every 
50 bushels of grain it is desired to 
treat. Ascertain • at 
once if your 


druggist has it, .to give him time to 
procure it if he has not. Pour one 
pound of the formaldehyde solution 
Into a barrel containing 45 gallons of 


. * clean water. Then place a layer of 


grain three or four inches thick oa 
the barn floor and 
sprinkle 
this 


with the solution until all the grains 
are entirely wet. 
is good for this 
another layer of 
layer and sprinkle as before, repeat- 
ing the process until all the seed has 
been sprinkled. * Leave the grain in 
the pile two hours, then spread out 
thinly to dry. It should be shoveled 
over once or. twice a day until dry. 
If it is to be sown broadcast it is 
not necessary to dry it.

trolysis had ruined it and further in- 
vestigation revealed that ten sections 
of the pipe were in the same condition 
and had to be removed. 


It is understood that the 
water 


company will demand dam-ages of the 
street railway people on the ground 
that he water mains were laid in 1896 
and that the electric light wires were 
placed over them years later.

IT STIRS UP SOME FEELING 


At the meeting of the library board 


held on Saturday evening the board 
voted unanimously to recom'me?id the 
Dr .Woods' property,, corner of South 
Main and First Streets, as the proper 
site for the new library building. . 


The site committee, acting for the 


library board, will make this recom- 
mendation to the city council at its 
regular session this evning. 


Council May Disagree 


- The genera] opinion is that the coun- 
cil will disapprove the site although 
there is some evidence that no tle- 


• cisive action wil be taken th'is eve- 


ning. 


The site which the library board de- 


sires the city to purchase includes the 
entire plot of ground owned by Dr. 
Woods together with both residences. 


The.price asked for It is $20,000 


and'the board estimates the salvage 


.- at $5,000. In three separate instances 


parties have already offered ?2,000 
for the smaller house on Park street 
and it is thought at least 
$3,000 


could be secured for the larger house 
•which Dr. W'oods occupies as a.- resi- 
dence and office.

In their opinion the Woods' 


property is the prettiest site and the 
best available one. . Some say very 
frankly that it is not their first choice 
but it seems by far the best which 
has been offered.

taxpayer, as a rule, does not think:

.ecuted .the attempt proved absolute- 
ly valueless. 
Tax payers who reside 


on the West Side declare the site to 
be altogether too expensive when sites 
which will answer every purpose can 
•be purchased for much less 
money. 


Some say if so much is to be expend- 
ed, the Mitchell property is prefer- 
able. 
The additional argument is 


used that the Woods property is one 
of the most beautiful in the city as it 
now stands and it would be poor pol- 
icy to take away buildings which are 
an ornament to the city simply to put 
up another fine building when there 
are so many places which really need 
beautifying. 


Arguments Pro and Con.
